SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


WATER 

To  meet  the  increased  demand,  considerable  extensions  are  being 
carried  out  at  the  Waterworks,  comprising  briefly:-  new  screen 
and  intake  from  River  Wye  to  Lower  Pump  House,  using  main  to 
resevoir  and  to  new  rapid  filters,  new  slow  sand  filter,  new  clear 
well,  and  additional  pumps  and  engines  at  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Stations. 

A new  main  has  been  laid  on  the  Fayre  Oaks  Estate. 


WELLS. 

During  the  year,  6 samples  of  water  from  2 wells  supplying  2 
houses  were  collected,  3 for  chemical  examination  and  3 for  bact- 
eriological examination.  They  were  submitted  to  the  County  and 
City  Laboratory  and  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  Town 
water  supply  has  since  been  laid  bn.  In  addition  7 houses  and  a 
farm  formerly  supplied  by  wells  have  also  been  connected  up. 

There  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  22  houses,  1 8 of  which  are 
outside  the  toym  water  supply,  supplied  by  16  wells. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

No  foul  sewers  have  been  constructed  during  the  year  but  open 
surface  water  ditches  adjoining  highways  have  been  piped  in, 
chiefly  to  prevent  flooding  at  the  following  points.-  Hampton 
Dene  Road,  near  the  School,  Holme  Lacy  Road  from  Watery  Lane  to 
City  Boundary,  Watery  Lane,  Hoarwithy  Road,  and  Holmer  Road, 

One  House  situated  at  Aylestone  Hill  was  erected  during  the  year 
outside  the  wewage  system  and  connected  to  a septic  tank.

From  the  15th  January,  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Meat  and  Livestock 
Section)  took  over  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  Government 
control  of  slaughtering  and  distribution  of  meat.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  scheme  made  under  section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1929,  has  not  yet  ‘been  implemented,  and  the  Hospital  accommodation 
available  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases  remains  inadequate 
for  the  growing  needs  of  the  area  and  handicaps  efforts  for  the 
afficient  control  of  Infectious  Disease . 

The  question  of  isolation  hospital  accommodation  has  now  been 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Authority  since  June,  1928, 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  14, 
against  Diphtheria  was  commenced  on  30th  January.
